But the Filibusters Have Won 
Their Point. 


AGREEMENT OF LAST N:GHT’S CAUCUS 


The Direct Tax Bill Will Be Put on the Cal- 
ander to Be Called Up Next Decem- 
ber—Other Gossip. 


Wasurncton, April 11.—[{Special.]—The 
deadlock is still on, but as it will in all proba- 
bility be broken tomorrow in favor of the fili- 
busters, they are, of course, happy tonight. 

The house wasin continuous session from 
11:45 yesterday morning until7 o'clock to- 
night, when recess was taken until 11:45 to- 
morrow, on account of both democratic and re- 
publican members being completely exhausted 
grom last night’s ‘‘wake.”’ Immediately upon 
adjournment the democrats called a caucus for 
8 o'clock, and although completely worn out, 
ninety-eight responded to the roll call, and a 
dozen came in shortly afterwards. 

Tie caucus for the first two hours was a 
stormy one, On account of the proposition made 
by Messrs. Randall and Holman, that the fili- 
busters givo the republicans and northern 
democrats a chance to pass the bill by a two- 
thiris vote. Judge Crisp and General Oates 
objected to this on the grounds that if such an 
opportunity was given, the southern democrats 
would have no chance of getting in the amend- 
meut to refund the cotton tax, or the ten mil- 
lion dollars now in the treasury, obtained from 
the proceeds of the sale of captured and aban- 
doned property, whieh is due the south. They 
then offered as a compromise that the demo- 
erats unite and adjourn the house tomorrow, 
and have the direct tax bill put on the calen- 
dar to be called up on the 6th of next Decem- 
ber, when three days would be given for its 
discussion and then the final vote taken... 

It took a long time, under the five minute 
rule, which was adopted for the proceedings, 
before Messrs. Randall, Holman, O’Farrell and 
Dibble could be brought into line, but at 11:30, 
after three hours discusion, they decided that 
this was the only thing that could bedone, and 
therefore the best, which they agreed to. 

A motion to adjourn will be made the first 
thing in the morning, but it is expected the 
republicans will filibuster at least until after 
12 o’clock, when the house will adjourn to meet 
at noon Friday—private bill day.

WASHINGTON’S SWORD. 


The Bill for Its Purchase Meets With Oppo- 
sition in the Senate. 


Wasnineoton, April 11,—The senate, at 
12:25, on motion of Mr. Frye, went into execu- 
tive session and confirmed the nomination of 
Jared L. Rothburne to be consul-general at 
Paris, by a vote of 44 to 8, and at 12:35 the 
doors were re-opened. 

Mr. Sherman, from the committee on for- 
eign relations, reported back Mr. Riddleber- 
ger’s resolution, offered some days siuce, 
amended so as to request the president, if not 
incompatible with public interesis, to furnish 
any information in his possession relative to 
the dispute understood to exist between the 
government of Venezuela and the government 
of Great Britain, concerning the’ boundarics 
between British Guinea and Venezueia. 
Adopted. . 

The senate took up the motion to refer the 
sresident’s message and was addressed by Mr. 

forrill. 

Mr. Morrill closed his speech at 2 o’clock, 
and then, on motion of Mr. Harris, the senate 
bill to authorize the Tennessee Midland Rail- 
way company to construct a bridge across the 
Tennessee river was taken up and passed. 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the bill to provide for the admission of the 
state of Dakota and forthe organization of 
the territory of North Dakota, and was ad- 
dressed by Mr. Davis, after the suggestion by 
Mr. Piatt (who had charge of it), that he 
hoped to have it disposed of tomorrow. Mr. 
Davis devoted a considerable portion of his 
remarks to replying to the speech of Mr. But- 
ler of yesterday. The senaior from South 
Carolina (Butler) was of the opinion, he said, 
that the admission of a ftate Was purely 
within the discretion of congress. He 
(Davis) denied that proposition. He 
denied it from the light of the law; 
and had denied itin all its length and breadth 
from the light of history. As to the claim 
the senator from South Carolina,

[Davis) asked why if that were the case, no 
petitions of dissent had come to the senate 
from Dakota.

_ 9:30 a. m.—The house is still constructively 
in session asof Wednesday of last weck. The 
loungers of last night have sought the shelter 
of the cloak and committee rooms or escaped 
the vigilance of ths sergeant-at-arms and gone 
home to breakfast. About a hundred rhem- 
bers, whose bright faces and general appear- 
ance give rise to the suspicion that they were 
not at their posts during the entire night, are 
scattered about the hall attending to whatever 
private duty or personol fancy may suggest as 
pastime. A group of twenty is gathered in 
the rear center on the republican. side, telling 
and listening to stories and laughing boister- 
ously at times. At each more violent outbreak 
the gavel of the oceupant of the chair rises 
and falls in a perfunctory way, but has not the 
slightest influence upon the wags on the floor. 

_A similar group is seen on the democratic 
side, but is of more staid and sedate demeanor. 

The tloor of the hall is littered with bits of 
paper, desk tops are covered with miscellane- 
ous piles of rnbbish, and the chamber, as a 
whole, has an air of frowsiness and fatigue. 

‘‘Are we still in session?’ queried a new 
comer of Mr. Burroughs, of Michigan. 

_ “Yes; you see us now in the very act of leg- 
islating for the whole people.’’ 

At 10’clock the first business of the day was 
undertaken. It was a motion by Mr. Dock- 
ery, of Missouri, that the door keeper be au- 
thorized to open the Goors and ventilate the 
chamber. 

Some belated filibuster objected from force 
of habit, and matters relapsed again. 

Ata quarter past ten, Mr. Belmont was 
brought to the bar under arrest and formally 
charged with absence without leave. He said 
he was paired yesterday and was necessarily 
absent in New York. 

A motion to exevse him was lost upon a vi- 
va voce yote, but was carried by 64 to 4 upon 
division. 

_ About 11 o’clock Mr. Cowles, of North Caro- 
lina, moved that the house adjourn and de- 
manded the aves and nayson the motion. A 
suflicient number of republicans aroused them- 
selves and voted to have the ayes and nays, 
and roli call was: about to begin, when Mr. 
Mason, of Llinois, made the point of order that 
a notion to adjourn was not in order, because 
no business had intervened since the last vote 
on @ Similar motion. 

The speaker sustained the point and. Mr. 
Mason, who is a new member, was immediate- 
ly surrounded by an admiring throng of older 
members, who congratulated him on his pres- 
ence of mind and acumen in seizing upon the 
proper parliamentary remedy to head off the 
dreaded test vote. Many members appeared 
on the floor who had been absent and Mr. 
Weaver, of Iowa, moved that further proceed- 
ings under the call, which began at 5 o’clock 
last evening, be dispensed with. The ayes and 
nays were ordered on this proposition and the 
roll call caught napping severai members who, 
relying upon the continuance of the unbroken 
monotony of the last six hours, had temporarily 
absented theinselves for sleep or other refresh- 
ment. 

Mr. Anderson, of ‘Kansas, was among the 
first names called, and that gentleman was in- 
vigorating himself by a shave and shampeo, 
But: he was equal to the emergency, and 
caused mucli merriment among observers by 
suddenly emerging in the hall with lis face 
covered with lather and a towel neatly drawn 
around his neck to answer to his name. 

The extraordinary number of roll calls and 
the length of the session have badly demoral- 
ized the reading. clerks, and various omp)oyes 
of the hoase have been tried as substitutes 
with indifferent success. As one clerk with 
indifferent vocal ability was struggling along 
with the roll call on Mr. Weaver’s name, Mr. 
Dockery, of Missouri, generously stepped for- 
yard amidst the applause of the ‘house and 
took up the call in a sonorous voice. 

The vote resulted inthe defeat of the motion 
to dispense with the call, by a vote of yeas 735, 
nays 138, and the house relapsed into apathy. 

At 1 o’clock leave was asked that members 
on the comunittee on the district of Columbia 
be excused until 5 o’clock to enable them to at- 
tend the opening of the free bridge over the 
Potomac river in West Washington. 

Mr. Reed, however, interposed an objection. 

Unanimous consent was given to Mr. White, 
of New York, to have read the 9 o’clock offi- 
cial bulletin, which noted an improvement in 
ex-Senator Conkling’s condition. The reading 
was listened to with close attention and at its 
close a round of prolonged applause arose from 
both democrats and republicans. The utter 
stagnation of business of the house remains 
unruftied by even as much as a breeze of par- 
liamentary motions. Both parties to the con- 
troversy have lapsed intoa Micawberish’state of 
waiting for something to turn up, which will 
put an end tothe present condition of affairs, 
but there are no indications that the deadlock 
will be broken during the day. 

There are rumors afloat that it has been de- 
cided that nothing but a democratic caucus 
can have the effect of terminating the session 
which began one week from today; but the 
democratic adyocates and opponents to the di- 
rect tax bill are distrustful of each other’s 
streneth, and it is difficult to secure a large 
number of signatures to the call, which the 
opposition party demands before it will accede 
to the proposition to go into caucus, whose de- 
cision will be binding. 

At 3 o’clock Mr. Taulbee, of Kentucky, 
called attention to the fact that the house had 
been constructively in session for eight days 
and continuously in session for over twenty- 
seven hours. In the interest, therefore, of 
good health and good nature, he asked unani- 
mous consent thata recess be taken until 11:45 
tomorrow, 

Mr. O’Ferrall, of Virginia, objected, and the 
house again sank into a state of “innocuous 
desuetude.”’ 

The daily test vote was taken at 4 o’clock, 
Mr. Taulbee, of Kentacky, officiating as read- 
ing clerk, upon a motion to adjourn. 

This motion was defeated by a vote of yeas 
76, nays 132—a falling off of four votes from 
the opposition and fourteen from the advocates 
of the measure, as compared with the similar 
vote ot yesterday. 

After a proposition, submitted by Mr. Oates, 
to take a recess until 11:45 tomorrow had been 
objected to by Mr. Reed, Mr. Allen, of Michi- 
gan, rose to a question of privilege. A New 
York paper, he said, had published an article 
to the effect that a portion of the money pro- 
posed to be refunded to the states by the direct 
tax bill would be paid tostateagents. Among 
those states, Michigan had been mentioned as 
one which would pay forty per cent of the sum 
refunded to state agents. He desired to have 
read a telegram which he had received from 
the governor of Michigan upon the subject. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, made the 
poiut of oder that the gentleman had stated 
no question of privilege, as no charge had been 
ade against the personal character of the gen- 
tleman, and as the state of Michigan was nota 
member of congress. 

Mr. Allen replied that the gentleman from 
Kentacky had always been ready to defend 
the honor of his state, and that he (Mr. Allen) 
wished to defend the honor of his. 

The speaker having sustained the point of 
order, Mr. Allen satisfied himself with the 
declaration that the published statement was 
false in overy respect. The telegram which 
Mr. Allen a to eo was irom Governor 

f Michigwn, as foliows: 
"nee dollar erie direct tax refunded to Michi- 
gan will be placed in the state treasury.

AN AGREEMENT REACHED. 


The. Democratic Caucus Resolves to Break 
the Deadlock. 


WasHinaton, Apri] 11.—Although an- 
nouncement of the fact that democratic caucus 
would be held tonight was made when but a 
few members were in attendance, runners 
were sent out to notify absentees, and about 
125 democratic members were present when 
the caucus was called to order. A good deal 
of apprehension had been felt lest the call 
would not result in a full meeting, and rumors 
were current that Mr. Randall and other 
prominent democrats had declared against the 
caucus, but these fears were all allayed when 
that gentleman putin an early appearance. 
The proceedings ran smoothly and no bad feel- 
ing was developed. A number of motions were 
proposed as basis of compromise,a majority of 
them looking to the postponement of the tax 
bill to a more or less distant date. After many 
motions had been offered a proposition was 
made by Mr. O’Ferrall, of Virginia, represent- 
ing what he said was the extreme limit of-con- 
cessions that would be made by friends of the 
bill. This proposition provided that the direct 
tax bill should be postposed until December 
15th next, with the <ondition that when it is 
then taken up are@asonable time will be allow- 
ed for debate, and a vote taken on it. 

Speaker Carlisle is 8aid to have strongly ad- 
vocated the acceptance of this profered com- 
promise. 

Mr. Holman made a speech in which he de- 
clared that the present proceedings were of the 
most extraordinary character ever witnessed in 
a legislative body, exhibiting the spectacle of 
a great majority retreating before asmall 
minority. He called on Mr. Oates to state his 
position in the matter. 

Mr. Oates replied that he had come into the 
caucus with the expectation of making some 
concessions. If he followed his own views he 
would consent to no measure that did not in- 
volve the absolute defeat of the bill. But he 
would abide by its decision and support it with 
his vote. 

This declaration was received with applause 
by the caucus. 

Mr. Oates added that he favored the pro- 
posed postponement of the tax bill, but would 
regret to see the caucus agree to the condition 
that a vote should be taken upon it ata fixed 
date. Much debate-followed, and the caucus 
tinaily adopted the following resolution : 

Resolyed, That on reassembiing tomorrow, tbe 
house shall adjourn with the understanding - that 
the committee on rules will reporia special order 
setting apart Thursday, December 6, 1888, imme- 
diitely after reasscmbling and reading of the Jour- 
nal, for the consideration of s mate bill139to pro- 
vide for the refunding of the direct tax levielin 
1551, in which order a reasonable time, not to ex- 
cecd three days, \1z., Thursday, Saturday and Tues- 
day, Shall be allowed for debate and amendment, 
and the time for vote on its final passage shall be 
fixed at 4 o'clock Tuesday. 

Mr. Cox, on calling the caucns to order,made 


| a short speech, in which he appealed to his 


democratic Colleagnes fo present a united 
front-and saerifice theirindividual feelings for 
the sake of party harmony, which sentiment 
was vociferously applauded. The caucus ad- 
journed at 11:20. 

There has been, of course,no conference 
among the republicans as_ to the course they 
will adopt in view of the decision of the 
democratic caucus to postpane until Decem- 
ber further consideration of the direct tax bill. 
It is not believed, however, that thev will re- 
sort.to any unusual tactics to prevent thedem- 
ocrats from carrying out the caucus decision. 

Representative Cannon, of Illinois, who is 
chairman of the republican caucus committee, 
said tonight, that while he did not feel war- 
ranted in speaking for his colleagues, he, per- 
sonally, thought the republicans would not re- 
sort to revolutionary proceedings to prevent an 
adjournment tomorrow. Such a eourse would 
be utterly at variance with the republican pol- 
icy in the past. The democratic party was in 
the majority and he was willing to go before 
the country on the question whether the meth- 
ods should be approved or not. If the coun- 
try was willing to be dominated by a small, 
determined faction from the south, well and 
good. 

It is believed that democratic members will 
abide by the decision of the cacus.

The sutferer promptly replied in the 
atiirmative and as promptly took the medicine 
offered him.@Subsequently Dr. Barkergjin 
he form of an official bulletin announced to 
members of the press that Mr. Conkling was 
beginning to recover. ‘‘A marked change for 
the better,’’ he added, “‘had taken place during 
the night. Mr. Conkling is much better this 
morning. In fact he ig much better this morn- 
ing than he has been for at least ten days, and 
enjoyed more refreshing sleep during the 
uight than he has for over ten days.’’ 

t 9:15 Drs. Barker and Sands finished the 
consultation. Dr. Barker says the patient has 
had a sound, eee or sleep from 3 o'clock 
until 8:10 p. m., and that his mental condition 
was excellent. The doctors said sleep was 
good for the reason, that it took away all 
strain from the nerves. The chances of the 
senator’s recovery were improved. 

“Twenty-four hours ago his chances were 
one in a hundred; now his chances are one in 
twenty-five that he will recover. He has been 
steadily improving for the past four hours.’’ 

The patient again wentto sleep after the 
departure of the doctors. They will not return 
until morning. 

A CHANGE FOR THE WORSE. 

New York, April 12.—Dr. Hartley issued 
the following bulletin at_ 12:30 o’clock this

Senator Conkling’s condition has changed slight'y 
for the worse. His temperature is one degree more 
than it was at9 Pp. m., when it was 100 degrees, and 
his pulse beats six degrees faster to the minute than 
it did at that hour, when it was 90 degrees. This in- 
dicates a return of the delirious fever.

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DENYING THE CHARGE 
That They Were Running a Pri- 
vate Hospital 


TO TAKE CARE OF THEIR WOUNDED. 
Officials of the Chicago, Burlington and 


Quincy Inierviewed—Attempt to Wreck 
& Train—Fixing the Air-Brakes. 


Cutcaco, April 11.—It is asserted by tho 
News tht a dozen serious accidents have oc- 
curred to the new men who are handling Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy rolling stock, but 
in every case these cases have been suppressed 
and even kept from the police. James O’ Brien, 
press representative of the striking engineers, 
called on Goroner Hertz and Chief Detective 
Henshaw this afternoon, and, as a resuit, an 
investigation was ordered regarding the dispo- 
sition made of the bodies of the brakemen and 
switchmen killed on the Buriington road. The 
strikers claim that half a dozen employes have 
been killed on the ““Q" since the strike and 
that the police were not notified of the acci- 
dents, 

Paul Morton, who acts as spokesman for the 
Burlington company, denies emphatically that 
the facts areas stated. Morton objects particu- 
larly to the term “‘infirmary’’ being applied to 
the company’s roundhouse at Western avenue. 
He does net deny that several injured persons 
were Carried there, and were being treated by 
the company’s physician. 

Since the new employes took the places of 
the striking switchmen abont 100 bunks have 
been prénared in the roundhouse for their ac- 
commoedation. The night men occupy them in 
the day time and day men sleep there at night. 
Wheneveran accident has happened, instead 
of carrying the victim to a hospital, he was 
carried to his bunk, where he might be taken 
care of until his recovery. ‘This, says Mr. Mor- 
ton, is all there is in the report that the “@.”’ 
is maintaining a hospital. 

‘We do not desire to keep the matter se- 
cret,’’ said Mr. Morton, “it has always been 
our custom to furnish medioal attention free of 
charge to persons injured while in ouremploy. 
Two men are now under treatment for crushed 
hands andarms.

BRUTAL TREATMENT OF CONVICTS, 
The Report of the Alabama Prison In- 

speciors. 

Montraomery, Ala., April 11.—{Special.]— 
The following report has been made tothe 
governor by the state board of prison inspec- 
tors in regard to the condition of the convicts 
in the camps of Jetferson county: 

The building in which the convicts are confined 
isa frame house, sixteen by twenty feet, entirely 
without ventilation and with no mears of warming 


it in cold weather. Tubs are used for privy pur- 
poses. The supply of bed clothes is very limited. 
‘here are a few mattresses, but not enough for one- 
f of the convicts to lieupon. The remainder 
* the convicts He upon the ftoor with 
| but one blanket to the man. The house 
and bed clothing are very filthy. At the time of 
| our visit twenty-seven_mmen were kept in this room, 
aud we are informed that aS Inany as forty-nine 
have been kept there at one time, {n our judgment 
there is not room for more than ten men. The con- 
victs, both white and black, are cha ned together at 
night and sleep together in the sume room. The 
convicts are tiltby in the extreme. They informed 
us that they had never washed or changed their 
clothes since they have been et this place, and 
some of them had been there for over 
two months. Some of them have on _ stripes, 
| some citizen's Clothing, butall are filthy alike and 
covered with vermin, Thereare no arravgements 
for getting at the prison. Wedid not see a single 
man with good shoes, The most of them had on 
the remains of old shocs which they had carried 
there wiih them, aud a number were _barefooted, 
The work they are doing, breaking up rock on a 
highway, requires that their feet should be protect- 
ed with shoes. These convicts bave been frequently 
whipped by Captain Cox, the werden in charge, 
sometimes over their ordinary clothing, butin one 
instance, according to Cox's Own admission, upon 
the naked person. We are informed that this 
same person was aboutto whip one of the convicts 
on the streets of Woodlawn, but was preveuted by 
the protest of one of-the citizens of the place. He 
saw one necro, who is known in the camps as 
“Slowfoot,’’ but whose proper uame we are uvable 
to give, at work, whose ankle is diseased and badly 
swollen, and who evidently walked with great pain. 
We were informed by Captain Cox that this negro 
was whipped by him a few days before for not doing 
enough work or for not “gett-nz about lively,’’ to 
use his language. Two pliysicians present pro- 
nounced him a fit subject for a hospital and 
to make him work in his present condition is the 
height of cruelty. All the men are shackled and 
wear chains, in violation of the law, which we con- 
sider a useless and cruel practice. In our judgment 
the persons having control of these convicts are un- 
suitable persons to have the management of them,

his wife could bear it no longer and went back 
to her parents. Mr. and Mrs. Walker were 
devoted to their danghter, and hearing her sad 
story received her with open arms.

The old lady contmued to advance, and laye 
ing a hand upon McDonald, attempted to assist 
her daughter in leading him out. He resisted 
the attempt, but the two ladies finally got him 
to the door and pushed him out. As he went 
out the door, Mrs. McDonald tried to close it, 
but her husband threw his weight against it, 
and pushing his hand inside, placed the p'stol 
against Mrs. Walker’s left side, saving: 

*D—n you, I'll ix you anyhow.” 

As he spoke he pulled the trigger. There 
was a flash and then a report. and the old lady 
dropped to the floor, her clothing on fire. Her 
daughter dropped beside her,and, extinguishing 
the fire with her hands, attempted tostaunch 
the flow of blood. The report was followed 
by screams, andthe two attracted the atten- 
tion of neighbors who came in and assisted in 
placing the old lady upon a bed. Messengers 
were sent for a physician and officers, and ina 
short time Dr. Dan Howell was present. He 
gave the wound a careful examination, and 
found that the ball had entered the side just 
above the hip, a little to the front, and had 
passed directly in. The wound was pro- 
nounced an extremely dangerous one, and it 
caused the old lady great pain. 

Iminediately after the shooting; McDonala 
walked away from the house, passing through 
Marietta street 
boarded a horse car. He knew the driver and, 
standing upon the platform, related all that 
had occurred, laughing at the story as he gave 
it. The driver knew nothing of the shooting, 
and thinking that McDonald was not telling 
He con- 
tinued upon the car until it reached Forsyth 
street, when he _ got off. This the 
detectives, Bedford and LBuchanan, as- 
certained when they reached the 
house. ‘They then began tracing McDon- 


| ald but at the Forsyth street crossing lost their 


clue. Later in the night they called at Mc- 
Donald’s mother’s home but he was not there. 
Other places McDonald has been known to 
frequent were visited but he could not be 
found and was still ut large at two o’clock this 
morning. An accurate description of McVon- 
ald was secured and telegraphed all over the 
country during the night. 

McDonald is about twenty-six or twenty- 
seven years of age, anda neat looking fellow. 
He 1s about five feet ten inches high, and 
weighs about one hundred and fifty-five 
pounds. He has dark hair and eyes and a 
dark complexion. A thin black mustache 
shades his upper lip. He usnally dresses 
in good style, andis well known throughout 
the city. 

He has worked on railroads and about sta- 
tionery engines and at one time did some se- 
cret service work for the revenue department. 
During the prohibition era he was arrested for 
manipulating a blind tiger, but was rejeased 
because the evidence against him was not suf- 
His wife is a voung lady of considera- 
ble beauty and talks pleasantly.

Central Railroad and Banking Company of 
Georgia vs. Smith. Case, from city court of 
Savannah. Railroads. Negligence. Freight 
trains. Passengers. Charge of the court, 
Evidence.

Simmons, J.—1. The evidence authorized 

the verdict. 

(a). The case made by the evidence is sub- 
stantially different from that made when this 
case was here before (76 Ga., 209), and the re- 
mark made then by the court as to a verdict 
for a larger sum than was found for the plain- 
tiff below on the last trial, being “‘so excessive 
as to disclose either bias in his favor or preju- 
dice against tlie defendant,” is not now appli- 
cable. ; 

28. While remarks by the court tothe jury 
upon the rules governing common Carriers in 
regard to passenger trains, and the duties they 
owe to passengers in taking them on their 
trains and transferring them, and in letting 
them off the trains, did not throw light upon 
the case on trial, the defendant below does not 
appear to have been injured thereby. 

3. Where the question was, whether the de- 
fendant was negligent in stopping the cab of 
its freight train, near toa dangerous retaining 
wall and leaving the plaintiff, who had been 
allowed to take passage on the train without a 
light and without notice of the dangerous 
character of the place, it was proper to charge 
the jury “that when the defendant brought the 
passenger to the place where the train was go- 
ing, allit was, bound to dothen was to see 
that he was afforded reasonable immunity 
from danger and reasonable protection in get- 
ting away from the point where he had been 
landed. ; 

4. The illustrations used by the judge in his 
charge to show what kind of care must be ex- 
ercised by the railroad company under diiferent 
circumstances, contain sound law and were ant 
illustrations ofthe ideas intended to be con- 
veyed. aa i 

5. The complaint being not that the plaintiff 
did not have proper facilities for getting on 
and off the car, but that the car was stopped 
near a precipice without a light, and without 
notice to the plaintiff of its dangerous proxo 
imity, it was not’error to modify a request td 
charge which was, in substance, that the roan 
is not bound to make landings or any prov!slos 
for the reception cand discharge of passenger 
where none are expected to be. 

6. Under the circumstances mentioned above, 
the company was bound to exercise reasonable 
care and diligence with reference to permitting 
the passenger to leave the train where they 
put him down. Railroad companies are not 
bod to takeun passengers on their freight 
trains, but when they do, and receive their 
money, they ~must not set them down in dan- 
gerous places on dark nights, without light 
and without notice of the danger. 

7. Whilo the testimony of a witness that he 
had falien off the wall where the plaintiff was 
injured was of doubtful admissibility, unless 
the testimony went further and showed that 
some responsible oflicer of the company had 
notice of the fall, and perhaps then it would 
have been admissible only to show, not that 
the witness fell and hurt himself but that it 

yas a dangerous place and the company had 
notice of it; yet as there is no donbt that it 
was a dangerous place and that the company 
ought to have known it, the admission of such 
testimony was not sufticient to work a reversal.

‘ELECTING DELEGATES. 


The Clark County Convention 
| Acts. 


Resolutions Ad >pted and Delegates Elected— 
‘The Debates Upon the 
Various Questions. 


Atuens, Ga., April 11.—[{Special.}—The 
democracy of Clarke county had a mass meet- 
ing at the old opera house today, to elect dele- 
gates to the state convention at Atlanta, ‘and 
eighty-one* citizens were present, Captain 
Coke Talmadge was elected’ chairman, and 
Colotel®ylvamus Morris secretary. 

or E. T. Brown moved that a tom- 

mittee be appointed to select six.or eight dele- 
gates to the convention, subjeet to the ratifica- 
tion.of the meeting. After some discussion, 
the -motion prevailed, and Messrs. J. H. 
Rucker, William O. Farrell, Goodloe Yancey, 
Charles Steen and Isaac Lowe were appointed. 
While this committee was out Mr. Tenny 
tucker moved that a committee be appointed 
to draft resolutions in regard to a party plat- 
form. Chairman’ Talmadge, a prominent 
tariff reformer, appointed on this committee 
Messts. Larry Gantt, Tinny Rucker, 
Pope Barrow’ and Judge KE. Sz 
Erwin, all gentlemen of pronounced 
tariff teform proclivities. This committee, in 
their report, which was adopted, indorsed the 
administration of Cleveland, approved his mes- 
sage, instructed the delegates to vote for 
national delegates who are in hearty accord 


_ with the president’s tariff views, and approved 


the course of Senator Colquitt. No fight was 
made on the report. 

The nominating committee then reported 
the names of Messrs. T. L. Gantt, Goodloe 
Yaneecy, Tinny Rucker, Coke Talmadge, F. H. 
Kroner, I. N. Lever and J. H. Dorsey. 

Captain W. B. Burnett moved that the 
names of FE. H. Dorsey, A. P. Henley and E. 
S. Lyndon be added to the list. <A strong dis- 
cussion ensued, which was generally partici- 
pated in by Messrs. Larry Gantt and Tinny 
Rucker, who opposed the proposition to in- 
creaso the list, while Captain Burnett and Mr. 
Yancey advocated it. 

On motion of George Thomas balloting was 
proceeded with on the names separately. Dr. 
E.S. Lyndon rose and stated that he was op- 
posed to the platform adopted, and that he 
was for the repeal.of the internal revenue 
laws before everything else, and that he could 
not go as a delegate on the platform adopted. 
Messrs. Gantt, Yancy, Rucker, Talmadge, 
Kroner, Lester, Dersey, Henly and Ed Dor- 
sey were then elected delegates. 

The meeting instructed the delegates to sup- 
pstt Hon. Pope Barrow as delegate to St. 
Louis. 

Larry Gantt then arose and commenced an 
excited speech onthe benefits of the internal 
revenue department, and great confusion en- 
sued. He was frequently interrupted, and 
after frequently claiming his right to be heard 
asademocrat, he sat down without finishing 
his speech. 

Captain Yancey then stated to the meeting 
that he was in favor of tariff reform first, but 
that afterward he advocated the repeal of the 
revenue laws, and said that he construed the 
meeting’s platform as not being antagonistic 
to his views. 

Captain Burnett made a telling speech on 
the evils of the revenue system, and said that 
when the republicans were in power it was 
always alluded toas a stench in the nostrils of 
democrats. 

The platform adopted by the convention is 
thoroughly in aceord with THEr ConstitTu- 
TION’s idea of the necessity of Cleveland’s re- 
nomination. Not a word is said in it concern- 
ing the revenue question. ' 

Your correspondent adopted Larry Gantt’s 
Atlanta plan, however, and polled the meeting 
privately. He found of the eighty-one voters 
present, thirty-nine were in favor of the repeal 
of the revenue laws. Of these twenty-three 
wanted revenne legislation before the tariff 
was touched. The other sixteen wanted tariff 
reduction first, and revenue repeal next. 
Thirty-nine then were for repeal, eleven for 
amendment, ‘thirteen non-committal, and 
eighteen for revenue laws as they stand. 

The committee that drafted the platform, 
with the exception of Mr. Gantt, expressed 
themselves as in favor of the repeal of the 
revenue laws after the tariff had been reduced.

A Level Headed Mayor, 

Some time ago the common council of 
New York passed a resolution taking from 
the mayor the power of deciding what flag 
shal) be displayed upon the city buildings. 
This action Was the result of Mayor Hew- 
itt’s refusal to allow the Irish flag to float 
over the public buildings on St. Patrick’s 
day. 

Last Tuesday Mayor Hewitt vetoed the 
resolution, and with the veto sent to the 
council a lively summary of his reasons for 
his course. The mayor showed by indis- 
putable figures that the Irish had received a 

greater percentage of public offices in the 
city than the Germans or any other foreign 
nationality. If there had.been any discrim- 
ination it had been in their favor, and they 
could not charge the refusal to display their 
flag to any hostile feeling. It was simply 
a mingled question of patriotism and pro- 
priety. 

Perhaps it was unnecessary for the mayor 
to say anything in defense of his action. 
Whenever it is proper to hang our banners 
on tife outward walls it is our duty as patri- 
otic Americans to stand by the national 
colors. If the Irish flag should be per- 
mitted to wave over our public buildings on 
St. Patrick’s day, there would be no excuse 
for refusing the same courtesy to other for- 
eign residents, andina city as large as 
New York, made up of the people of all 
races, a iw foreign flag could very easily 
be thrown to the breeze every other day. 

Butthe whole business is properly dis- 
posed of whenthe point is made that the 
flag of our country is the only flag that 
should be displayed in an official way by 
any branch of the government. Our flag 
should be dear to all lovers of liberty, and 
our Irish fellow-citizens have good reason 
to cherish an affection for it. They have 
mever been denied any of their rights under 


it, and in their eyes it should represent - 


home rule and equal rights, just as much 
as it symbolizes those privileges to every 
mative American. We feel sure that all 
thoughful Irishmen will, upon reflection, 
indorse Mayor Hewitt’s sensible and patri- 
otic line of conduct. _

A Federal Censor of the Press, 

Ex-Congressman Harris, of Georgia, who 
is now third assistant postmaster general, is 

the subject of ‘some very rough criticisms in 

the newspapers. It seems that he has put 
forth some rules and sentiments unheard of 
before. He is reported to have used this 
language recently: 

A paper or magazine already granted the privi- 
leges of second-class rates is hard to deal with, but a 
new publication is entirely within the power of the 
Gepartment. There’s too much§printed inatter, too 
@iany Magazines already. 

In addition to this, Mr. Harris has recent- 
ly refused to allow John B, Alden, the pub- 
lisher, to send his weekly illustrated maga- 
zine, Literature, through the mails as sec- 
ond-class matter. Still more recently, he 
has refused to enter as second-class mattera 
little magazine, the New York Gazette, ed- 
ited by Bill Arp’s sons, Frank and Victor 
Smith. These young men, two energetic 
Georgians, applied to have their magazine 
entered as second-class matter, and their ap- 
plication was refused. Then, acting on the 
advice of friends, they approached Congress- 
man Cox. Mr. Harris, who is now known 
as ‘‘the censor of the press,’”’ had written to 
Frank and Victor Smith that the Gazette 
was excluded from the second-class privi- 

because of its nominal subscription 
price. To Congressman Cox, according to 
these young publishers, he said in writing, 
that ‘‘the New York Gazette belongs to the 
class primarily for advertising purposes, and 
it has no subscription list.’’ 

Now, as a matter of fact, the price of the 
Gazette is $2 a year, which doesn’t appear 
to be a “‘nominal”’ price, and the publishers 
made oath that it did have a subscription 
list. They sayit isa small list, but an hon- 
@st one. But the question arises, what has 
Mr. Harris, or the postoffice department, to 
do with the number of subscribers that a 
mew publication has? Under the same rul- 
ing, Scribner's Magazine, which was started 
mot very long ago, would have been exclud- 
ed from the mails, except at the rate of 8 
cents a pound, for when it started it had 

_ Botone subscriber. Under the same ruling, 
every new publication—every new country 
mewspaper—will be excluded from the sec- 
ond-class privileges of the mails. 

The Gazetie had offered premiums to its 
subscribers, and Harris objected to this. 
The Smith boys protested informed him 
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that many magazines were offering premi- 
ums. Mr. Harris told them that if they 
knew of any publications offering premiums 
he would be glad to be informed of the mat- 
ter. Seven were sent, and a telegram elic- 
ited this reply: ‘The papers to which at- 
tention is called are known to have thous- 
ands of bona fide subscribers, and in most, 
if not all cases cited, itis established that 
the success of the periodicals as such and 
not any collateral or distinctly separate en- 
terprise is the principal object of their pub- 
lication, I am obliged to decline to re-open 
the case.”’ 

In the whole history of the government 
there is probably not a more high-handed 
decision than this. Under what interpreta- 
tion of the law it is proposed that the third 
assistant postmaster general, or even the 
postmaster general himself, shall say how 
many subscribers a new publication shall 
have before it is entitled to the postal privi- 
leges of older publications? By what au- 
thority does the third assistant postmaster 
general decide that a publication shall haye 
thousands of bona fide subscribers before it 
can offer premiums for new subscribers? 

Nor is this all. Mr. Harris says that “‘new 
publications are wholly within the power of 
the department.”’ But the question arises, 
was the postoffice department instituted for 
the benefit of the people, or was it institu- 
ted for the purpose of crushing out new pub- 
lications by arbitrary decisions. The atti- 
tude of Mr. Harris makes this a question of 
vital importance, not only to publishers, but 
to the people who own the postoffice depart- 
ment and in whose interest it is supposed to 
be run. 

If the people do not indorse a new publi- 
cation it dies and that is an end of the mat- 
ter, but the postoftice department was not 
instituted to kill them, to cripple them, or 
to inquire into their purposes. There can 
be-no censor of the press in this country, 
and whenever any person sets up as one, his 
influence is ended and his term of office will 
be necessarily brief. 

It may be well to say here, too, that it is 
no part of the business of the postoffice de- 
partment to. decide whether there is too 
much or too little printed matter, nor is it 
any part of its business to say whether 
there are too many or too few magazines. 
These are matters with which neither the 
government, nor that part of it known as 
the postoffice department, is concerned. 
The people regulate this to suit themselves; 
and when the postoflice department at- 
tempts to assume a censorship over the 
press, it brings the administration and the 
democratic party into deserved ridicule. 

If the postoffice depagjment has not been 
misrepresented its practices call loudly for 
reform.

The Preachers on the Times, 

It is impossible to glance over the Sunday 
sermons summarized in the New York Her- 
ald without remarking their gloomy tenor. 

Last Sunday Dr. Talmage spoke of the 
wide spread evil of profane swearing. Ac- 
cording to the doctor, even the sewing girls 
and the society ladies swear. To show the 
awful nature of this vice, he told a story of 
a’ blasphemous man whose tongue proe- 
truded, swelled and choked him to death. 
The Rev. Sam Small was as much stirred 
up over the evil of intemperance as Talmage 
wasin the matter of profanity, and he 
caused a perceptible shiver in his audience 
when he told them that if the churches did 
not divide on the temperance question they 
would ‘‘all go down to hell in a bunch.”’ 
The Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts denounced what 
he called the Germanization of the Ameri- 
can Sunday. He charged the Sunday train, 
the Sunday newspaper and the Sunday mail 
with corruptiug and poisoning the nation. 
The Rev, N. B. Thompson preached a ser- 
mon against a dead man, Jacob Sharp, but 
he said that he was not the only bad man 
in the city, and he thought that the un- 
masking of some men would bring about 
a moral and social upheavel. The Rev. 
Hugh Pentecost pitched into everything in 
a general way. He advocated more char- 
ity. ‘*Why preach the love of God,’’ he 
said, ‘‘when we have no love for our out- 
casts?’ It was nonsense to talk to a man 
about his soul when nothing was done for 
his starving body. Dr. Newton hinted at 
the possibility of the appearance of another 

great World-Soul and a new faith. The 
Rev. Henry Adams said that nearly every 
Protestant dogma had succumbed to the 
pressure of the spirit of the times. The 
Rey. John Rea expressed the fear that as a 
nation we were losing the presence of God. 
Dr. Kobler said that superstition was hurt- 
ing religion. The Rev. S. W. Butler 
claimed that anepidemic of moral malaria 
was sweeping over the land, and it was all 
due to the curse of rum, He said: 

The newspapers teem with stories of embezzle- 
ments, forgeries, blackmail, licentiousness, homi- 
cides, suic des, Incredible things are done. Atha- 
liahs and Borgias exist now. On one hand we have 
a Mrs. Robinson, of Cambridge, and on the other a 
Mrs. Lubkirchner, Then we bave a Pittman, and 
with him the new, strange, awful word filicide. The 
innocent blood of a daughter stains the hand ofa 
father. See the weapons of assassination—a stove 
poker, a compass leg, vermin poison. What a car- 


nival of bloodcurdling crime is this that makes 
night and day hideous! 


Nearly all of the preachers reported in 
this issue of the Herald spoke in this in- 
tense strain. There were two exceptions, 
Dr. Lymon Abbott talked about love, and 
Dr. Tiffany preached aealm gospel discourse, 
“I shall not attempt to tell you anything 
new,’ he said, ‘‘Iam going to give you the 
old, old story.”’ 

If the preachers take the correct view of 
the situation, these are evil times, and we 
are going headlong tothe devil. It israther 
queer, but only one of the sermonizers men- 
tioned licentiousness as one of the monster 
evils of the age, and he alluded ta it inci- 
dentally. ‘The others were satisfied with 
denouncing intemperance,. profanity, sel- 
fishness, corruption, the desecration of the 
Sabbath, superstition and free thinking. 
This random glance at the metropolitan pul- 
pits may suggest food for thought.

A WASHINGTON LETTER to the Chicago 
Tribune says: ‘‘Among the decisions of the 
supreme court to be looked for before the sum- 
mer 
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adjournment is one determining whether. a 


state can be sued by one of its citizens. The 
case is that of the state of North Carolina, by 
its auditor, against Alfred H. Temple, and the 
question has never heretofore been directly be- 
fore the court. In the Virginia coupon cases 
last fall it was held that a state could not be 
enjoined in the interest of an alien or citizen of 
another state. If it should in the North Caro- 
lina case hold that a state cannot be sued by 
its own citizen an interpretation would be 
given to the eleventh amendment which would 
be as sweeping as the most ardent state-righter 
could wish for. It would practically settle 
whether the framers of the constitution intend- 
ed by their silence to institute or to deny the 
right of a citizen to sue his own state. The 
eleventh amendment says that the judicial 
power of the United States shall not be con- 
strued to extend to any suit in law or equity 
commenced or prosecuted against one of the 
United States by citizens of another state or 
by citizens or subjects of any foreign state. 
The omission of any reference to @ citizon @s 
against his own state has been interpreted to 
mean that no mention was necessary because 
his right was so clear, and because the bare 
idea was absurd. Now, after the lapse of 100 
years, the supreme court will give its interpre- 
tation.’’

Of Conference ofUnitarian and 
Christian Churches. 


Last Night’s SExercises at the Church of 
Our Father—Dr. Shippen’s Ser- 
mon—Today'’s Exercises. 


The southern conference of Unitarian and 
other Christian churches was opened last 
evening at the Church of Our Father on 


Church street. 

The following churches were represented in 
the conference: 

Charleston, 8. C., by Rev. Mr. Browne; Washing- 
ton, D. C., by Rev. Mr. Shippen; Milton, by Rev. 
Mr. Stebbins; Boston, by Rev. Edward E-erett 
Hale, and Atlanta by Dr. Chaney. Rev. Mr. Allen, 
of New Orleans, is expected this morning. 

The pastor, Dr. Chaney, began the services 
with prayer and reading, followed by Dr. Hale, 
who led in prayer. Dr. Stebbins, of Milton, 
then read aselection from the 20th chapter of 
Matthew. Dr. Browne, of Charleston, con- 
ducted the responsive reading, and was fel- 


lowed by Dr. Shippen. 

“On my way hither,” said Dr. Shippen, “I 
was asked yesterday by a young Baptist min- 
ister: ‘From which Testament do you gen- 
erally select your text—the old or the new?’ 
‘From the new,’ I replied gos eh So to- 
night I have taken two texts, and both are in 
the New Testament. The first is a message 
from Christ: ‘I came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister untothee.’ The otheris 
found in John, iii., 17: ‘The Son of Man came 
to seek and to save.’ The old idea of God pic- 
tured a king surrounded by abject slaves—a 
selfish God existing merely for his ownJglory. 
Jesus gave a new picture of the king of kings 
and God is portrayed as a Father who loves 
us before we love §Him, and better than we 
love Him—a God of mercy and love. Christ 
taught a new religion. The old idea was that 
we did God a favor by obeying his command- 
ments, and great heaven was pledged to bless 
us therefor, measure for measure, Man can 
do no more than his simple duty. The par- 
able of the prodigal son por- 
trays another feature in this 
new image of God. In allof Christ’s picturing, 
the Father isrepresented as doing ceaseless ser- 
vice, and the spirit of God is shown in Christ’s 
personality. Christ was notadiety. We can- 
not sing with Watts, ‘God, the Maker Died.’ 
But the spirit of God was in Christ, and through 
the life of Jesus we see the leve of God. The

It was to them an incongruity that deniec 
his being that he sought his apostles among 
the poor and lowly, and came to seek sinners.

urden is a call to service. The new 
philosophy teaches the doctrine of the 
survival of the fittest.

Talents were not given to the talented for self- 
ish mor pam tS Strength was not given to the 
strong merely that they might be stronger than 
others. Who has most should give most. 
Men are all members of a common 
body, and harmony between. the mem- 
bers is essential to the common enjoy- 
ment. Gangrene in the foot will effect 
the brain: the eye needs thd hand and the 
hand needs the eye. This law of service ap- 
plies through life and eternity. There is such 
a thing as a degrading service—a slavish, un- 
willing service for a despotic master. But 
such service as a mother gives her sick boy 
may, by the grace of God, be the means of 
reclaiming that wayward child long after the 
mother is in her grave. The memory of 
that loving service don’t die, but goes on 
doing good. At the great centennial in Phil- 
adelphia, and in the patent office in Wash- 
ington, the long lines and rows of inventor’s 
models all taught the same lesson. Each is 
used as long as it is more serviceable than arfy 
other, and then gives place to a better and 
myre serviceable. So the stage coach has given 
way-to the railroad—the needle to the sewing 
machine. 

The same lesson of service is found in hu- 
man lives, and in the lives of nations. As long 
as Rome best served the interests of advancing 
civilization, Rome ruled and fiourished, 
but when her splendor became 
degrading and corrupt, then Rome gave place 
to other notions, And if this republic proves 
false to that divine law of service, it too will 
fall. The same law holds in the lives of men. 
Louis Napoleon and Charles Dickens lived at 
the same time. Napoleon came to the throne 
with the heritage of a great name, and with 
the grandest opportunities to serve France. 
He could so weave that triple cord of educa- 
tion, industry and loyalty that the hearts of his 
eon would protect his throne against the 

ayonets of a universe. When Napoleon 
turned aside to glorify himself another nation 
was put forward, fe | his place taken from 
him. Dickens was born poor, and wrote for 
the good of his fellow-men. When he was 
buried in Westminster his grave was filled to 
the brim with the tributes of English-speaking 
millions, and his service is still living. Those 
that serve live; those who are false to that law 
disappear. The real kings of England are 
not the warrior Plantaganets, the haughty 
Tudors, or the unfortunate Stuarts. The man 
that can and does—that man is_ king. 
Shakspeare and Milton were English kings. 
Every four years the American people go in 
search ofachief magistrate. Time and time 
again brilliant men have been passed by. 
People do not want a wire-puller, they want a 
man that forgets himself, and who will 
lose sight of self and _ serve’ them. 
So with the church. This idea, ‘Save your own 
soul,’is wrong. Wilberforce spentall his time 
trying to free the West India slaves. ‘‘What 
are you doing for your own soul?’’ he was 
asked one day. ‘‘Ah,”’ he replied, ‘‘I have 
been so busy that I forgot I had a soul.’”’ Wil- 
berforce was right. People say: ‘Sweep be- 
fore your own door and the town will keep 
and the same people are content 
‘in their self-righteous- 
the reflection that if 
everybody else does as wellas they do the 
world will be saved. Those are the people 
that picture heaven as a place where you can 
look over the battlements and enjoy the suf- 
ferings of the damned. 

The history of the Catholic church shows 
the operation of this same law. In the middle 
ages it did real service. It-was the asylum of 
purity and innocence, and by its serviee it has 
so intrenched itself in the hearts of the people 
that three centuries of reformation have not 
displaced it. : 

So withthe Methodist church. There are 
open places and weak places in its creed that 
can be riddled by logic, but the Methodist 
church does not depend upon its creed for its 
strength. It plantsits churches everywhere, 
provides a —_ home for its children, helps its 
weak and afflicted, and stretches forth its 
strengthening arm to the poor and ignorant. 
You can’t destroy a. church like that and God 
forbid that you should. It can only be dis- 
placed by a better. And sO 
with the Unitarian. Self-culture, 
and self-examination, and _ self-damnation 
are not far apart. The ideain our church is 
now to ‘look out and not in,’ to ‘lend a hand’ 
in advancing civilization, and just in propor- 
tion as that spirit is encouraged amongst us do 
we prosper and increase. This is my message 
tonight, let us Soper ps that spirit and arrive 
at new prosperity and higher like wos

Backbone and Providence. 

Eprirors ConstiruTion: A correspondent 
in yesterday morning's paper criticises a remark I 
made in a sermon, a few Sundays ago, concerning 
why the lions did not eat Daniel. For fearsomeone 
else might misunderstand the position I hold on the 
subject of Providence, it may be well for me.to state 
the connection in which the sentence, to which ex- 
ception was taken, was made. The subject of the 
sermon was, “The Life and Character of Caleb.’ 
Reference was made to the appointment by Moses of 
twelve spies, to go up and investigate the conditions 
of the country which God had promised the children 
of Israel. The spies returned with 
grapes and figs aud glowing accounts 

f the land of Canaan. ‘Ten of them, however, 
were of the opinion that it would be hazardous to 
undertake to possess the land. The sons of Anak 
were there. The cities were well fortified. When the 
ton had spoken, giving it as their conviction that 
the children of Israel wonld be obliterated if they 
ventured into the promised land, Caleb said: ‘Let 
us goupat once and possess the land, for we are 
well able to doit.’”’ The cowardly counsel of the 
ten, howeve’, prevailed, and Israel, faltering in her 
purpose, wandered in the wilderness forty years. 
At the expiration of this time Caleb was eighty- 
five years old. In the fourteenth chapter 
of Joshua it is said: ‘‘When the children 
of Judah came unto Joshua in _ Gilzal 
and Caleb, the son of Jephunneb, the Kene Zite, 
said unto him, thou knowest the thing that the 
Lord said unto Moses, the man of God, concerning 
me and thee in Kadesh.Barnea, Forty years old 
was I, when Moses, the servant of the Lord, sent 
me from Kadesh-Barnea to espy out the land: and I 
brought him word again, asit was in my heart 
Nevertheless, my brethren, that went up with me, 
made the heart of the people melt; but I wholly fol- 
lowed the Lord my God. And Moses swore on that 
day, saying, surely the land whereon thy feet 
have trodded thall be thine inheritance, and thy 
children’s forever, because thou bast wholly fol- 
lowed the Lord, my Gol. And now, behold the 
Lord hath kept me alive, as he said, these forty and 
five years, ever since the Lord spake this word unto 
Moses, while the children of Israel wandered in the 
winderness. And now, lo, Iam this day four score 
and five years old, and yet I am as strong this day 
as I was in the day that Moses sent me; as my 
strength was then, even so is my s‘trength 
now, for war, both togooutandtocomein. * * * 
And Joshua blessed him, and gave unto Caleb, the 
son of Jephunneh, Hebron for an inheritance.” 
Having quoted this scripture, I was attempting to 
account for Caleb’s health and strength and hope 
and faith at the age of eighty-five, and said that it 
could only be accounted tor upon the ground that 
he bada great purpose running through his life. 
That this purpose was not simply supplied with 
vigor and strength from the tradiuious and hopes of 
his vation, for then it would have broken 
down at the point at which Israel’s courage 
gave way. Butthat it was furnished with nutri- 
ment and power from the unseen God of Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob. ‘hat his grander faith and no- 
bler courage, came to him direct!y from God, and 
not from tne ideas and outlook of his own people. 
They were fearful and timid and faithless. He was 
kept alive and ftuil of hope, because, pe:sonally he 
had moved in will, conscience and heart, along the 
lines God had mapped out for Israel. hus he had 
brought himself iuto harmony with Provideuce, 
so that the whole machbiuery of Providence 
emptied its forcesinto his will, and kept it sound 
and strong and buoyant. Llis nation, on the other 
hand, concerned about it: own safety, and reiying 
upon its own strength, had lost faith in God, and 
had failed, because of unbelief, of reading properly 
the meaning of Providence. Atthis pointl made 
the remark that some one had said that the reason 
Daniel was not palatable to the lions in the 
dcn was because he lwas two-thirds 
backbone and the rest pure grit. I had noidea of 
conveying the impression that backbone and grit 
could be substituted for Providcuce. The backbone 


whicn owed their exJstence to Providence. 
bones such asthe lives of Caieb and Daniel grew 
around are net products of the natural soil. The 
conditions of their strength are not present in such 
soi]. They are not possivle only through belief in 
and vital relation to Almighty God. They are 
really but continuations of Providence. 
them God's ideas find tit expression, and get theim- 
selves repeated in national and social life. Such 
men live in the unse:n and are  fis- 
tered and fid by elemenis not in the world, 
but from God. Take the great men of the church 
in all ages, Isaah, *t. Paul, Angustine, Savanarala, 
Huss, Wyckliffe, Luther, Calvin, Wesley. ‘They 
were all men of great purpose and eourage. But 
their courace and purpose did not stand them in 
the pluce of Providence.

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly received 
a telegram from the commonwealth’s attorney 


at Effingham, requesting acomplaint to be filed 
against Fleming for bigamy, and asking that 
he be detained. The message stated that Flem- 
ing’s wife would start for Atlanta at once. Im- 
mediately after receiving the message Chief 
rer sages b accompanied by a brother of the 
lady whom Fleming married last Sunday, 
called upon Judge Tanner and swore out the 
warrant. Fleming was then sent for and con- 
ducted to police headquarters, where he was 

laced under lock and key. _ Later in the day 

e was removed from the hallway and given a 
chair in the stationhouse keeper's gftice. Dur- 
ing the day Judge Tanner was interviewed by 
Mr. Robert Jordan, Fleming’s attorney, and 
fixed a bond at $1,000, but so far no bond has 
been made. 

Fleming’s arrest has created a great deal of 
talk, and a great many people called at police 
headquarters ae to see him. Among 
others who called was a gentleman who has 
traveled extensively, and who instantly recog- 
nized the prisoner as a man whom he had seen 
in trouble in Terre Haute, Indiana. The gen- 
tleman related the story and then Fleming 
was asked:

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THE WATER WE DRINK. 
A Card From Mr. McCandless on the 
Subject. 

The article in yesterday’s- ConsTITUTION 
relative to the presence and effect of alum in 
drinking water created a great deal of interest 
and discussion. 

Mr. Jolin M. McCandless was quoted from 
the last report of the board of health as 
strongly rscommending the water filtered by 
the present, or Hyatt, system, and his recom- 
mendation, backed by his established reputa- 
tion as a chemist, was perhaps the strobgest 
recommendation quoted in favor of the sys- 
tem. 

Under these circumstances an unusual jnter- 
est and importance attaches to the following 
card frow Mr. McCandless: 

APRIL 11, 1888.—Editors Constitution: Having 
made many analyses of the city water for the board 
of health, | have felt much concern about the re- 
cent trouble expericnced with the water. I set 
abont investigating tne matter a few days since, 
Saw several engineers, and found that they were all 
complaining, The wuter taken from the boilers in 
all cases deposited a red sediment. I obtained 
some of this and examined it, It consisted of red 
oxide ofiron. The water itseif also contained iron 
in solution. Of course, iron in such quantity could 
have been derived from no other source than the 
aE and boilers, I next examined the water it- 
seit taken from the boilers, and found a!um in ex- 
cess. [ then examined the water trom the hy- 
drants, and found alum also in excess here. In 
order to make sure that it was the alum which was 
attacking the boilers, I toiled a piece of bright fron 
in a weak solution of alum and another 
piece in some of the hydrant water 
for ten hours, both pieces being carefully 
weighed, beiore and after boiling; the first pece 
lost most in weight, but the second lost considera- 
bly also. I also found that it did not require a tem- 
perature of 350 degress Fahrenheit, noreven of 212 
degrees for the action to take place, but that when 
there wasalumin excess it occurredat ordinary 
temperatures. As noone in authority had yet ap- 
peared to take any interest in the matter, 1 went to 
Mr, Richards and gave him the result of my inves- 
tigations, and told him there was an excess of alum 
in the water. He replied that it was true; that dur- 
ing the recent heavy rains the storm dam had been 
broken, and dirt and mud washed into the reservoir 
in larzve quantities, and that it was necessary either 
to supply the city with muddy water or to use 
larger quantities of alum, so thatthey decided on 
the iatiefplan. Asit turns outit was unfortunate 
that they didso. Ihave this morning tested the 
water and fiud the alum still to be present in larce 
excess. I shonld recommend that the entire 
present supply of clear water be allowed torun to 
waste and a fresh starttaken. I1 maintain, and I 
have good authority for my position, that if exactiy 
the proper amount of alum suited to the water be 
used no aJum remains in solution. The reason why 
alum clarifies the wateris this: The alum used in 
th's case isa doule sui; hate of: laminium andan 8s 
monium, On being edded to a water containing 
carbonates Of lime magne;ia, as noariyal. r able 
waters do, the alum “breaks up into suiphute of 
ammonia, free sulphuric acid and a basic aluminic 
sulphate.’’ The sulphate of ammonia remains in 
solution, the free sulphuric acid combines with t! e 
carbonates of iime and magnesia to form sulphaie 
and the basic alumnic suiphlate precipitates as a 
flocculent gelatinous mass, carrying Cown with it 
the suspended fine mud and also organic matter, and 
setrles as a slimy mass at the boitom of the 
vessel in which the precipitation was eflected. In 
this way a water which was originally foul may be 
rendered pure and fit tor drinking purposes In this 
case, where the exact amount necessary has been 
used, no alum remains in solution; the sulphates of 
ammonia, lime and magnesia formed during the re- 
action are harmiess and found in greater or less 
quantity in nearly all drinking waters. Waters 

iffer very much as to the quantity of alum needed 
toclearthem. A water containing much lime and 
magnesia could stand souniderabie alum, but a 
water like ourgity water, which has very littlelime 
and magnesia, can take but very littlealum. I can 
cite as my authorities for this view of the case Dr. 
Austen, of Rutger’s college, New Jersey (the state 
scientific school), and Dr. Albert Leeds, of 
New York, both men of = distinction in 
their profession. JIn October, 1886, I made 
a series of analyses for the board of health of differ- 
ent waters, they being then undecided whether to 
adopt some system of filteration oi the present sup- 
ply or to seek a new source of supply. [only knew 
the waters I examined by their numbers, 1, 2, 3, etc., 
my attention not being particularly directed to any 
sample. Under these circumstances, in making the 
ordinary routine sanitary analysis, it would not have 
been expected of any chemistto discover a small 
quantity of alum in any of the samples, because that 
is a substance not to be looked for in drinking wa- 
ters. However, I did discover it in one oft e 
sainples, because of a peculiarity in my results. In 
this particular sample I found enough free ammonia 
to warrant me in condemning it as little better than 
sewage; but, on the other hand, the 
amount of salt, the oxygen consumed 
and the albuminoid ammonia all pointed 
tu the purest possible water. Here was a puzzle 
which led me to considerable study and search and 


I tinally found it was due tothe presence of alum, 
ammonia alum in the water. Iso reported to Drs. 
Baird and Armstrong and found that this particular 
sample was from the Kimball house and had been 
filtered by the Hyattsystem. I then stated to Dr. 
Baird that the alum in this case had been used in 
excess, and that if the systein were adopted it would 
be necessary to be very careful about the amount of 
alum used; ifthat were donel thought the water 
would be all that could be desired. ‘That this state- 
ment is correct will be shown by referring tothe 
eighth annualreport of the board of health for 
1886, page 12, under sample No. 3, where Dr. Baird 
remarks, “a small portion of alum is used asa 
coagulant, it is probable that at times it is used to 
excess, and it was shown that ammonia was a base 
of the particula: salt employed.’’ When the filtra- 
tion was first commenced, the alum was probably 
used correctly, for we have only heard complaints 
within the past month. However,if the citizens 
are nervous about the use of alum, it would prob- 
ably be a good idea to substitute lime in its place, it 
is cheaper, and ifit be used in exactly the proper 
amount, the water will Le made very soft and pure, 
and will not tasteof lime,and if used in excess 
could do no harm and would be at once detected by 
the taste, which is not the case with the alum, it 
being tasteless unless in very great excess. The 
only objection I could see to the use of lime, would 
be that it would deprive the water 
of its dissolved carbonic acid ga*, and in conse- 
quence. perhaps, render the taste rather flat and in- 
sipid. This, however, would be preferable to being 
in constant fear that some one would make a mis- 
take about the alum, and that our boilers were be- 
ing slowly corroded and rendered unsafe. Respect- 
tully, JoHN M. MCCANDLESS.

A second roll call was takenona motion to 
adjourn, and enough democrats were’ present, 
all of whom, save one—Sowden, of Pennsyl- 
vania—votedjin the aftirmative. The democrats 
had won the victory,the deadlock was broken, 
the party reunited, and the decorated glass 
in the skylights fairly trembled, as cheer after 
cheer went up from the democratic side.

ACCIDENT TO SENATOR HAMPTON. 

Senator Hampton, while out riding yester- 
Gay afternoon horseback, was thrown from 
his horse and narrowly escaped serious injury. 
As it was, his arm and wrist were badly 
sprained, and he has since been confined to 
his room from the injury. It will be remem- 
bered that Senator Hampton lost a leg by being 
thrown from a mule in 1878, and that about a 
year and a half ago he was likewise thrown 
from a horse in Mississippi, at which time his 
gun was discharged, which killed the horse 
and very nearly placed the senator’s life in 
danger.
